B cves HIS SIDE OF THE CASE. 


CLEVELAND, 


x , Be Describes His Admission Into Mr. 
Cleveland's Presence and What Passed 
Between Them.

New York, May 5.—{Special.]—Mr. Fred 
Crawford, in his statement printed here of 
the Cleveland interview matter, says: 
Grover Cleveland has, I believe, seen fit todleny 
certain portions of the interview with him, jpub- 
lished in the World of Thursday, April 17. He 
declares that he never used the violent and in- 
temperate language ascribed tohim in speaking 
of Mr. Dana. 

In view of Mr. Cleveland’s denial, it seems to 
me that the writer of the interview should be per- 
mitted to state his side of the case. My own 
reputation is as dear to meas Mr. Cleveland's 
ean possibly be ~to him, and in 
this connection I wish to Say that I 
am deeply grateful to my newspaper friends and 
others for their kindly expressions of confidence 
in my integrity. 

Lassert on my honor that Mr. Cleveland was cor- 
rectly reported in the interview in question. He 
was not nisrepresented in any particular. I did 
not write out all that Mr. Cleveland said, but what 
I did write was a faithful and accurate report of 
his conversation. Much of what was omitted was 
simply unprintable in any respectable journal. 

The circumstances attending the interview were 
as follows: 

Wednesday afternoon, April 16, I received an 
assigninent from the city editor of the world, 
Mr. James F.Graham,to go and interview Mr. 
Cleveland regarding a story published in the Sun 
of that day to the effect that the ex-president was 
under special treatment, invented by Dr- 
S-hweninger, of Germany, for reducing flesh. 
Mr. Cleveland was represented in the article a3 
gaining in weight at the rate of twenty-five 
pounds a month, and it was said that both he and 
his friends were seriously alarmed at his condition. 

I arrived at Mr. Cleveland’s office at 45 William 
street, a little after 2 o’clock. I inquired if Mr.’ 
Cleveland was in, and received an affirmative an- 
swer from one of his clerks, and sent my ecard to 
himas the representative of the World. There could 
have been nomisapprehension as to the nature of 
my visit. It was in no sense a social or personal 
call. in a few minutes the clerk brought back word 
that Mr.Cleveland would see me,and I was ushered 
into his private office. We were alone together 
for nearly three quarters of an hour, and Mr. 
Cleveland talked very freely and emphatically. 
Mr. Cleveland spoke in his usual deliberate man- 
ner and appeared to be in a perfectly normal con- 
dition. 

I began by informing him of the object of my 
call, and told him that the World would be glad 
to publish any statement he cared to make. He 
said he had not seen the Sun article (he never 
read the paper, and would not touch it with a pair 
of tongs) and I gave him verbally the gist of it. 

Mr. Cleveland straightened himself up, and 
made use of a profane expression reflecting on 
the chastity of Mr. Dana’s mother. (This was 
omitted from the published interview). 

Mr. Cleveland then launched out intoa vigorous 
denunciation of the editor of the Sun. He said he 
was a blackguard, vagabond and dastardly scoun- 
drel. Healso characterized him as ‘‘a senile old 
liar and thief, with the addition of a profane epi- 
thet. 

Several profane words figured in Mr. Cleveland's 
remarks, but none of them, of course, were pub- 
lished. 

After the conversation bad gone on for fifteen 
or twenty minutes, Mr. Cleveland asked me what 
Iwas going to publish, and I told him the sub- 
tance of what he had said. He drew a pencil from 
his pocket, and picking up a pad said: 

**‘] will write out something to guide you.”’ 

He then wrote the first paragraph of the pub- 
lished interview. 

This did not end the interview. 

After writing the above, Mr. Cleveland talked 
for more than twenty minutes. Before Mr. Cleve- 
land took up his pencil to write anything, he said. 
in substanee, much ofjthe matter contained in the 
interview. In preparing it for publication, I in- 
serted it as following his written paragraph. 

Mr. Cleveland then alluded to his wife, and said 
that Mr. Dana had not confined his attack to him- 
self—he made war or women as well as men. The 
attacks on Mrs. Cleveland had not been made 
epenly or directly, but by Mr. Dana’s favorite 
method, inuendo and jindirection. Much of the 
matter consisted of alleged praise of Mrs. Cleve- 
land, with the idea of making a contrast to his 
(Mr. Cleveland’s) disadvantage. Cranks were sure 
tosend Mrs. Cleveland clippings, and they an- 
noyed her very much. 

Mr. Cleveland said distinet!v: 

“The d— old thief, Dana, has not hesitated to 
drag my wife’s name into his scurrilous attacks. 
A man who makes war on women is infamous.’’ 

In the course of the latter part of the conversa- 
tion, I told Mr. Cleveland that I should like to use 
more of his talk than he had written out. I .re- 
ferred especially to the point he made about. the 
attacks on Mrs. Cleveland. He gave me permis- 
sion to do so. 

Mr. Cleveland spoke with considerable feeling 
in referring to the unwarranted use that had been 
made of Mrs. Cleveland’s name by the malignant 
editor. There was no language, he said, strong 
enough to characterize the conduct of such a 
man. If Dana was not in his dotage, 
with one foot in the grave, -his 
senile ravings would attract more attention. The 
public is disposed to look with some leniency 
upon aman who had paresis. That was all that 
saved Dana from being held to a strict accounta- 
bility for his atrogious conduct. The above is 
practically all that Mr. Cleveland said regarding 
the editor of the Sun. 
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SIDE-TRACKED FOR AWHILE.

WASHINGTON, May 5.—Immediately after 
the adjournment of the nouse, the republican 
meinbers assembled in conference to endeavor 
to ascertain the feeling respecting the proper 
time to be allowed for debate in the house 
upon the tariff bill, and reach an understand- 
ing that may be adopted as the policy of the

Tho river and harbor bill managers made a 
strenuous \effort to have that appropriation 
bill made a special order for colpdidetasion to 
the conclusion before the tariff bill istaken up, 
and Mr. Henderson, who is chairman of the 
committee on rivers and harbors, by direction 
of that committee made a statement of reasons 
why it should be done. He pointed out the 
danger of the failure of the bill, through de- 
‘yed consideration, and offered a resolution 
setting apart Wednesday and Thursday for 
“ction upon the bill. Apparently a majority 
ef the mginbers could not be made to take his 
view offthe matter, for it was decided by a 
yote of 90 to 19 that the tariff bill was a matter 
ef prime importance and should be called up

The record of 
proceedings of the last congress was quoted to 
show that the general debate and considera-

THE KEMMLER CASE 


Before the United States Supreme Court on 
a Writ of corpus. 

WASHINGTON, May 5.—Rogar M. Sherman 
today made an application in the United States 
supreme court fora writ of habeas corpus for 
Kemmiler, under sentence of death in New 
York by electricity, pursuant to the order of 
Judge Wallace, of New York, direcijing that he 
should make the application immediately. 
The court denied the application for a writ of 
habeas corprs, but informed Mr. Sherman that 
on the 19th of May the court would. hear a mo- 
tion for a writ of error in the case, notice to be 
given the attorney-general of the state. This 
will permit the whole record to be brought 
here and the ease argued. The court follows 
the precedent established in the Spies anar- 
chist case. As the court adjourns fer the term, 
on May 19th, the decision denying or granting 
the writ of error will be announced almost im- 
mediately after the argument. 

The chief justice, in denying the application 
for. a writ of habeas corpus, said that he did so 
inasmuch as a writ had been granted by Judge 
Wallace. 

Justice Blatchford then said that as Mr. 
Sherman had applied to him in chambers, as 
a justice presiding over the circuit court, for a 
writ of error to bring the case here for review, 
he would suggest that Mr. Sherman should 
make such an application before the full 
court, as was done in the anarchist case. 

Mr. Sherman said that he would do this, and 
the court said it would hear the application at 
its next and final session of the term, on May 
19th. 

Should the application be denied, as was 
done in the anarchist case, it ends the case, 
but shouid it be granted, it simply defers for 
about a year the final disposition of the mat- 
ter, the case having to come up again in a 
more extended form. 


WHO SHALL BE EXECUTIONER? 


Another Complication in the Case of Kemm- 
ler. 

BuFrra.o, N. Y., May 5.—Another writ of 
habeas corpus has been issued in the case of 
Kemmler, the murderer. Copies were issued 
this morning served upon District Attorney 
Quinby and others interested in the case, in- 
cluding Warden Durston, to produce Kemm- 
ler before the county judge, Underwood, at 
Auburn, on Saturda, next. The writ was 
granted by Judge Corlett, and was obtained 
by Charles 8. Hateh. It is issued to dispose 
of the question as to whether the warden of 
the state prison at Auburn can legally execute 
Kemmiler.” A stay of execution was sometime 
ago asked upon the same ground, Mr. Hatch 
urging that nobody but the sheriff of Erie 
county could execute his chent.

THE PRISONER FOUGHT 
ATELY FOR LIFE 


AND WAS RIDDLED WITH BULLETS. 


The Lynching of a Negro fer an Alleged 
Assault—The Anger of the Mob Also 
Directed to His Lawyer. ~ , 


CotumbBia, 8. C., May 5.—[{Special.p—At 
2 o'clock this morning, Willie Leaph a 
negro eighteen years old, and under sentence 
of death for committing a criminal* assaalt on 
a White girl, was murdered in the Lexifigton 
jail, twelve miles from this eity. 

THE CRIME CHARGED. & 

At the March term of court Lepahart in- 
dicted for an attempt to commit an sae 
He had no lawyer and no witnesses, and the 
judge appointed a lawyer to defend him. 
Upon the stand Rosa Cannon, the girl, who 
Lepahart was indicted forthe attempted assault 
on, testified that the deed had actually beeneom 
mitted, and although the negro proved that he 
had been absent at a church a mile distant, in 
but twenty minutes he was convicted and sen- 
tenced to be hanged on the 11th of April. 

NEW EVIDENCE. S 

On the evening of April 10th the governor 
was presented with an aflidavit,made by a per- 
son in Lexington, of such a character that the 
judge has indorsed upon it his request that a 
respite be granted and Lepahart was brougbt 
here to prevent a lynching. The governor 
accordingly respited the boy until May 9th, in 
order that a motion for a new trial might be 
made. 

THE GOVERNOR DENOUNCED. 

The people of Lexington, in mass meeting, 
denounced him for his action, and sent a dozen 
of their prominent men to demand the return 
of the prisoner and to be putin possession of 
all the papers filed in the case. The governor 
refused to show the papers until the exeite- 
ment had abated, as it was feared the life of 
the person inaking the affidavit upon which 
the judge acted, and of the _prison- 
er’s lawyer, might be taken. He, 
having no power to send the 
prisoner back to Lexington, referred the dele- 
gation to the julge, who, upon the members of 
the committee signihg a bond pledging them- 
selves for the safety of the prisoner, grarited 
an order remanding Lepahart tojthe Lexington 
jail. 

The principal complaint of the people of 
that county had been that they had been 
doubted, and were not considered law-abiding 
men. Lepahart was taken back to Lexington 
just three-weeks ago. 

THE ASSAULT ON THE JAIL. saa 

Between one and two o’clock this mortijng, 
a party of about fifty men dismounted fom 
their horses at the jail door, and 

some of them Knocked down the 
door of the jsection of the  build- 
ing occupied by the sheriff. He was covered 
by half a dozen revolvers, and the keys of the 
jail demanded, and these he at once surren- 
dered and the doors of the jail, althongh 
secured by combination locks, the workings of 
which were supposed to be known only by the 
sheriff, were soon opened and the party’ en- 
tered. : 

THE PRISONER SHOT DOWN. 

An attempt was made to bring Leaphart out- 
side and hang him, but the negro fought with 
desperation. He seized a bar or club that was 
in his cell and knocked down several of tl:e 
foremost men. The lynchers’ thereupon 
opened fire upon the prisoner with rifles and 
revolvers, and in a few minutes he was rid- 
died by over a hundred bullets. The party 
then left the jail, and this morning the streets 
were placarded, charging the governor and 
judge with the responsibility of the murder. 

IMPORTANT INFORMATION IN HAND. 

It is understood that the governor has im- 
portant information in his possession in re- 
gard to the case, that will be made publicina 
day or two. It is rumored that the murdered 
negro was innccent of the crime charged, and 
thatJjie was prosecuted to conceal the crime of 
others, and so was the victim of a horrible 
conspiracy. 

If this is true, it will come out, for the so- 
licitor for the state will begin investigation at 
the coroner’s inquest tomorrow. As only a 
few of the lynching party were masked, a 
number of them can be identified. 

PURSUING THE LAWYER. 

Governor Richardson was notified tonight 
that John T. Graham, the attorney for Leap- 
hart, had fled from Lexingten from a mob 
that threatened his life, and that there were 
about fifty drunken men in the town, some of 
whom were surrounding the house of Gra- 
ham, where his wife and children were. The 
taper of the mob indicated that if they at- 

ked the house they would have respect for 
neither sex or age, and the governor was re- 
quested to send protection for these people 
from this city. He immediately wired the 
sheriff to guard Graham’s house, and protect 
the inmates with a posse, and that the sheriff 
would be held résponsible for the peace of the 
town and the safety of Mrs. Graham and her 
children. Itis said that Lawyer Graham left 
Lexington for Columbia early in the: after- 
noon, and as he has not arrived, some appre- 
hension is feit for his safety. 


Rewards for Criminals. 
_ RaAereu, N. C., May 5.—[Special.]—The 
’ governor today offered a reward of $200 each 
for L. H. Stagner, James er and M. W. 
’ Bare, of Moore county, who are charged with 
the murder of George Curtin recently in that 
county. 

The governor issued a death warrant toda 
for the execution of Jordan Pritchett, color 
of Granville county. Pritchett was convic 
of murder and sentenced to be hanged March 
7, but appealed. The supreme court affirmed 
the judgment. 

The Roof Blown Off. 

JACKSON, Miss... May 5.—{Special.]—A 
violent.wind storm visited the city at 3 a. m. 
this morning. The tin roofing on the north 
end of the state-house was rolled up in a. ball, 
and dumped to the ground on the east side of 
the capitol. The house of representatives and 
the auditor’s office is left unpretected from 
rain. Tarpaulins will be temporarily used, as 
soon as they can be secured. 

The Bullet Hole Was There. 

BirnMINGHBM, Ala., May 5.—[Special.]—Ma- 
rion Hall, a negro, was found dead this morn- 
ing in a notorious house of prostitution. A 
bullet hole in his head showed the cause of 
death. Itisas yet unknown whether it isa 
case of murder or of suicide.

RESOLUTIONS}{IN THE SENATE. 

There was an unusually large attendance of 
senaters presént in the chamber, and of spec- 
tatorsin the galleries this morning when the 
opening prayer was offered by the chapiain. 
Mr. Beck’s desk and chair were covered. with 
black crape, and a feeling of solemnity seemed 
to pervade the chamber. The chaplain made 
a feeling allusion to the “‘shadow of death’’ 
under which the senate met. As soon as the 
journal of Saturday was read, Mr. Blackburn 
rose and in a voice tremulous with suppreseed 
emotion, said: 

‘Mr. President: My colleague is dead. It is 
not my purpose at this time to speak either of 
him or of the great services which he has ren- 
dered to his country. In the freshness of the 
sorrow the love which I bore him would blind 
with itstears. The drapery of his desk fur- 
nishes a fitting type of the sorrow which per- 
vades every heart in this chamber. A great 
commonwealth, with bowed head, today puts 
on the weeds of mourning. Atan appropriate 
time, and in the early future, I will ask the 
senate to afford to his friends an opportunity 
to pay their tribute to his memory. I will now 
ask the senate to consider the resolutions which 
I send to the clerk’s desk.’’ 

Resolved, That the senate has heard with great 
sorrow the death of Hon. James late a sena- 
tor trom the state of Kentucky. 

Resolved, That a committee of seven senators be 
appointed by the president pro tempore to take 
orders for superintending the funeral of Mr. Beck, 
which will take place tomorrow (Tuesday), in the 
senate chamber, at 1 o’clock, p. m., and that the 
senate will attend the same. 

Resolved, as a further mark of the respect enter- 
tained by the senate for his memory, that his re- 
mains be removed from Washington to Kentucky 
in charge of the sergeant-at-arms, and attended 
by the committee, whieh shall have full power to 
carry the resolution into effect. 

Resolved, That the secretary communicate these 
proceedings to the house of representatives. and 
invite the house of representatives to attend the 
funeral tomorrow (Tuesday), at 1 o’clock, and to 
os a like comunittee. 

esolved, That invitations be extended to the 
president of the United States and members of 
the cabinet, the chief-justies and associate justi- 
ces of the supreme court, and the diplomatic corps 
to attend the funeral in the senate chamber.

ANNOUNCED TQ THE HOUSE. 

A message having been received from the 
senate announcing the death of Senator Beck 
and inviting the ous to be present: at the 
funeral services tomorrow, Mr. Breckinridge 
oflered a resojution aeccepiing the invitation 
and requesting the speaker to appoint a com- 
mittee of nine representatives to take action, 
with a similar committee appointed by the 
senate to take charge of the funeral arrange- 
ments. The resolutions were adopted unani- 
mously. ‘ 

“T will not,”’ said Mr. Breckinridge, ‘‘detain 
the honse except with the announcement of 
the death of my predecessor and friend. It is 
a personai sorrow, much more than a public 
sorrow to many of us, more especially, prob- 
ably, tous who had been his friend since I 
was a lad of ten years of age; connected with 
him by every possible tie which ean connect 
two men, except blood and relationship. It 
was in this house he won his first national 
reputatien—a-reputation based on the loftiest 
qualities of true manhood. His life was 
one of the most romantic in American 
politics. That that poor Scoteh boy should come 
to the blue grass country; should rise to. the 
head of the most brilliant bar west of the Al- 
legheny mountains; should be elected four 
consecutive times to fill the seat once filled by 
Henry Clay; should be translated to the senate 
and receive three consecutive elections, almost 
without opposition, and should die with the 
love, confidence and esteem of his entire state ; 
that during the sixty-eight years of his manly 
life, no ene ever found a flaw in his stainless 
mt ine in his lofty courage, in his pure, 
tender, personal] friendship and affections; in 
the noble generosity shown to both friend and 
enemy, attest that the. love Kentucky gave 
him was deserved ; that confidence she 
in him was wisely given, and was p that 
ar grief that some of us feel is natural

The Carpenters of Chicago at Their Benches 
Again. 

CuicaGco, May 5.—A visit to the planing 
mills, box facteries and sash, door and blind 
faciories this morning disclosed the fact that 
the strikers had for the most part given in to 
the terms of the bosses, which are ten hours 
per day, and that business was proceeding as 
usual, About three-quarters of the strikers 
are now at work, and it is understood that the 
remainder will go back soon. 

AMONG THE COOPERS. 

According to the prediction of the stock- 
yard coopers, who are now on strike. there is a 
probability of their cause being taken up by 
the English dock laborers, and the strike be- 
ceming intefnational. t a meeting of the 
Brotherhood of United Labor, held this morn- 
ing, a committee was appointed to communi- 
cate with Jobn Burns, English labor leader, 
and to request him to order English lotigshere- 
men not to handle beef or other products 
shipped there by Chicago packers. The com- 
mittee says that Burns has taken great interest 
in the cause of the men at the 
yards and that within a past few weeks they 
have received letters from him, in which he 
expressed the hope of visiting the United 
States this summer and investigating the labor 
situation. The men,in an open letter, say 
that by the terms of their employment they 
are subject to discharge without warning, 
while they must give two weeks’ notice or for- 
feit the tendays’ pay which companies with- 
hold,.one day out of each week, during the first 
ten weeks of their service. Sometimes they sa 
they are only given two or three days wor 
per week, but are compelled to remain or for- 
feit their ten days’ wages; that they are forced to 
work on Sunday, that if a workman is -two 
minutes late in the morning he is docked an 
hour’s pay, while if his work is finished before 
the close of the day, he is not paid for the full 


day. 
EVERYTHING SETTLED. 

The great carpenters’ strike is finally set- 
tled.. The necessary papers were signed today 
and ratified by both sides concerned in the ar- 
bitration. The last report will be made to- 
morrow morning to judicial umpires. Thurs- 
day morning scores of buildings that for four 
weeks hare been penny deserted will echo 
with the sound of the rs and saws in 
the hands of fully 4,000 journeymen carpen- 
ters.

company. Slingluff was also cashier of the’ 
Montgomery bank, an institution closely allied | 
to the Trust company, and there has been a/ 
run onthe bank today, which, however, ex-' 
hansted itself about 2 o’ciock. 

After banking hours, President John Slings 
luff, ef the two institutions, whois a brother 
of Cashier Slingluff, furnished the following 
figures in relation to the day’s transactions: 
Payments by the bank, $107,295; deposits, 
$20,131; payments by the Trust company, $37.- 
000. Of the.amount taken out of tho bank 
$33,000 compen regular monthly with- 
drawais of the. 8. 

President Slingluff said this cvening that 
the trust company would resume as soon as 
possible. The directors were going to convert 
collateral into cash, and if favorable arrange- 
ments could be made they might resume 
within a day or two, or inside of a week at 
the latest. They had gone over the paper held 
by the bank and trust company, pa the lass 
would probably not be more than $30,000, and 
in no event not more than $100,000, and a sure 
plus of $300,000 amply secured every depositor. 

Sometime ago it was discovered by the di- 
rectors that the cashier and treasurer (Sling- 
luff) had borrowed $180,000 on his own re- 
sponsibility. He secured the loans with what 
he considered ample security, but the company 
demanded additional collateral, which was 
furnished. The collateral is said to consist of 
stock of the Philadelphia Finance company, 
the People’s Railway company and the Amer- 
ican Life Insurance company, three institu. 
tiens in which the syndicate controlling the 
suspended bank of America, of Philadelphia, 
and the institution in New Jersey, which it 
carried down, are largely interested.

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DEVELOPS A CONTEST IN THE 


BOARD OF DIRECTORS. 


Bat Little Work Is Done by the Convention— 
“Sloppy Weather” Is liere Introduced 
‘ —Pointe About the Boys. 


Delegates from all parts of the state met yes- 
terday in Atlanta to hold the second annual 
convention of the Southern Travelers’ asso- 
ciation. 

Although the delegates enjoyed themselves 
greatly, the main purpose of this meeting still 
remains unaccomplished. , 

Owing to a grave difficulty which the board 
_of directors were unable to overcome, it was 
decided not to call the convention to order 
until this morning. The directors of the gen- 
era! association were averse to making the 
cause of their disunion public. They admitted, 
however, that the Atlanta delegation was the 
bone of contention. 

THE CAUSE OF THE DELAY. 

Several of the cities of Georgia are anxious 
to have the headquarters of the association, 
and are equally anxious to furnish the presi- 
dent. This is puarlicularly the case with At- 
Janta and Savannah, and a friendly struggle to 
obtain the coveted prize has been looked for- 
ward to for several months. 

When the board of directors met at 8 
o’ciock yesterday morning, the point was 
raised that Atlanta had neglected to comply 
with aclausein the constitution, which re-

quires the payment of one dollar for each 
member into the general treasury thirty days 
before the convention. It was urged, there- 
fore, that Atiania was not entitled to any rep- 
resentative whatever, although the president 
of the Atlanta branch was provided with $600 
to pay the necessary dues of six hundred mem- 
bers. It was claimed that it was too late and 
the money could not be received. 

The services of Hon. W. H. Fleming, -the 
attorney of the asscciation, were called on, 
and he gave a decision. Which, however, was 
kert secret. Just how many votes Atlanta 
wouid have in the convention was -the cause 
of further deliberation, and it was decided to 
aiiourn the directors’ meeting until 2 o’clock 
tocay and proceed with the programme, 

WAITING FOR THE DIRECTQRS. 

All the delegates were fully aware of the 
difficulty, and it was the subject of general 
comment among those who were assembled at 
Concordia hall while the directors were meet- 
ing at the Kimball house. 

At 10 o’clock the street parade was to take 
piace, and asa hard rain came up just previ- 
ous to the appointed hour, the tims was passed 
in hearing speeches from several of the gentle- 
men. “hose who made sfort talks were Mr. 
Joues Gardener, of Augusta; Mr. §. P. Wei- 
siger, of Augusta; Mr. L. Lieberman, of At- 
lanta; Mr. Ward Abrams, of Savannah, and 
Mr. Andrew Kennedy, of Macon. 

Mr. Kennedy in his remarks said that 
though he lived in Macon, he, like the rest of 
the citizens of the state, read THe «ATLANTA 
ConsTITUTION, and by so doing he got the 
news with sufficient fullness to make him feel 
perfectly at home when he came to Atlanta. 

At the close of Mr. Kennedy’s speech Chap- 
lain J. L. Gilmore said a few words, and then 
it was announced that the exercises at the 
opera house would take place, and if the rain 
did not cease the parade would be postponed. 

AT THE CPERA HOUSE. 

Several of the Atlanta branch hurried 
to the opera house and found a num- 

ber of the Wilson minstrels preparing 
scenery. They quickly cleared the stage and 
by the time the chairs were placed in position 
the delegates and speakers arrived. 

President Atwater and Mr. Clark Howell 
occupied the front seats, and behind them sat 
Mayor Glenn, George Collier, D. J. Clark, J. 
A. Van, J. L. Gilmore, F. F. Douglas, W. H. 
Fleming, president, Dean Newman, W. K.

“This isa grand record for any munici- 
pality to have, and Atlanta is not yet pre- 
pared to compete with the metropolis in this 
direction, but at least the town can get an 
elephant. 

Perhaps some ‘‘conservative citizen’ 
would like to be informed how the elephant 
can be procured. Well, we don’t mind tell- 
ing. Little Fred Cooledge, aged six, walked 
into Tne ConstiruTIon office yesterday, 
accompanied by liis little brother Aurelian, 
aged four, and said it was just as easy as 
falling off a log. He had a handful of 
quarters, and he declared that he was going 
to get an elephant to put in the park. In 
five minutes he raised $3.75, and he’s going 
to raise more. :

A Government Duty. 
The New Orleans newspapers are making 
vigorous appeals to the government to assist 
- the people of Mississippi and Louisiana in 
Bustaining the levees. They hold that the 
Mississippi river is a national highway; it 
reaches twenty important ports and harbors 
in twenty states, and it is clearly the duty of 
the government to come to the rescue of the 
people who inhabit its fertile shores and pro- 
tect them from the floods that overwhelm 
them by building and maintaining levees 
which would offer the greatest resistance. 

These levees have heretofore been built 
and sustained by the people themselves, and 
the tax to which they were subjected to keep 
them up has been a great burden, while the 
aid which the government has given to the 
work from time to time has been too meagre 
to produce any permanent beneficial re- 
sults. 

They say that if the floods which ravage 
the shores of Louisiana and Mississippi were 
pf local origin,‘ he people would willingly apply 
local remedies; but such is not RI | The 
floods are the drainage of nearly thirty states 
and territories; hence, an overflow becomes 
BR national calamity,: by which only a few 
states suffer. 3 

It is clearly the duty of the government to 
take the matter in hand and give the people 
the relief asked. It extends aid to them 
when the floods overtake them and they are 
driven from their homes and made to suffer; 
why not do better, and prevent the suffer- 
ing by keeping a watchful eye on their 
levees, and making them strong to resist 
the advancing waters! 


The “Patent Outside.” 
. The ‘‘patent outside’? is now as well 
“known tothe public as it istothe editors 
‘who use it; and it must be said. in view of 
the circumstances which make it indispensa- 
bie to country editors, the prejudice against 
it is most unreasonable. 

The ‘‘patent outsides’? which the news- 
paper unions furnish to the weekly press of 
Georgia contain a great variety of interesting 
reading, are very carefully edited, and fur- 
nish more matter forthe money than the 
editor could afford to get up at home. ~And 
this is where they ‘‘fill a long-felt want.”’ 

But it is safe to say that the editors, while 
they patronize them, would infinitely prefer 
to get their matter up themselves and print 
the whole of their paper at home. This they 

-~tannot do, however, with the local support 
which their papers receive, soin order to get 
out a respectable sheet, they are forced to 
©0-opcrate with the newspaper unions. 

The editors are doing the very best they

founties, and it is rather a reflection on the 
| people that their efforts are restricted to the

Ppreciation; their subscribers want 
the earth for a dollar a year, with a hope of 
a hereafter thrown in for good measure ; they 
object to the ‘patent outside,”” and yet re- 
fuse to sustain the paper in any other shape,

& . asked for it to every citizen in the commn- 
ity; the treasury of the editor should , 
¥ ‘be full to overflowing, not empty; as it

The people who ob- 
ject to “‘patent outsides’ have it in their 
power to do away with them by simply 
giving their home papers the hearty support 
they deserve. Itis a question they must 
answer for themselves. 


The Lard Jobbery Bill. 

If, as Mr. tVedderburn says, the granges 
of Virginia favor the passage of the infa- 
mous Conger lard bill, it is because they 
have been deceived as to the purposes and 
desires of those who are making such great 
efforts in behalf of the lard trust, which has 
its headquarters in Chicage. We are confi- 


} dent that if the Patrons of Husbandry of 


Virginia could have the facts of the case 
laid before them they would be in line with 
the rest of the farmers of the south, for, 
with the facts before them, they would at 
once perceive that the sole intention 
of the Conger bill is to drive a cheap and 
wholesome food product out of the market 
for the benefit of the lard-makers of the 
north and west, whose filthy product cannot 
compete with the clean, healthful and cheap 
compound lard, 

This is the sole purpose of the bill.. The 
attack on a southern industry, and on the 
market for cotton seed, is merely an incident, 
though it is the most serious feature of the 
bill, so far as the south is concerned. The 
measure is infamous in all its parts—in its 
intention and im the results that it will 
bring about. It is not only class legislation 
—it is far worse. It isan attempt to tax out 
of the market a cheap and wholesome article 
of food in order that the manufacturers of 
hog’s fat may realize a larger profit on their 
product. <A more dishonest piece of jobbery 
was never discussed in congress, 

The infamy of it is intensified when the 
fact is borne in mind that there has been no 
demand for such legislation on the part of 
the people—the consumers—who are most 
directly interested. The people find the 
compound lard cheap and healthful. It has 
become so popular as an article of food that, 
by open competition, it threatens to drive 
the filthy hog’s fat from the market. The 
Conger bill is drawn up by the millionaires 
who compose the lard trust, and we are of 
the opinion that its support in congress is 
bought and paid for. 

The incidental attack on southern interests. 
is another infamous feature of the bill. It 
is only during the last few years that cotton 
seedj has been utilized in ‘the manufacture 
of oil, and their value increased: Previous 
to this utilization the seed was thrown into 
the compost heap and allowed to rot. But 
since the cotton seed oil industry has 
sprung up they have become a definite part 
of the profits of thecotton crop. There is a 
market for what has heretofore been one of 
the waste products of the farm. 

But now the oil mills in the south, which 
are engaged in utilizing the seed, represent 
an investment not far short of $75,000,000. 
The value of the oil that is now produced 
from the seed is equal to $12,000,000, or five 
per cent of the co.ton crop. One-half of 
this product, or $6,000,000 worth, is used as 
an ingredient in compound lard, which the 
people have endorsed by buyingin preference 
to hog’s fat. 

That such a measure as this could be in- 
troduced in congress.is disgraceful; that it 
should be reported favorably by a congres- 
sional committee is infamous. 


It Was Predicted. 

Last Monday’s CONSTITUTION contained 
the following editorial paragrayh:

collector or his assistant, who shall preserve all 
the afiidavits and from them shall compile a 
book for each ward, showing the names and 
residences of the qualified voters for each 
word. Only the names of those taking such 
aftidavits by the 25th dav of November in each 
year shall be placed on the registration books, 

“The collector shall also register qualified 
voters taking the prescribed oath, even if they 
do not pay or offer to pay the taxes of the cur- 
rent year, and place their names on the books 
of their respective wards.”’ 

The ordinance then gives the oath required 
of voters desiring to register. 

“Ifa voter removes,” says the ordinance, 
“from one ward to another between the time 
of registration and the time of voting, it will 
be the duty of the collector or register to 
change the naine of such yoter from the book 
of the ward of his former residence to the 
book for the ward into which he has moved at 
his request.”

Fire Escapes.

The escapes shall be erected under the 
direction of the chief of the fire department. 
The ordinance was read the second time and 
adopted. 
A Board of Electrical Control. 


An ordinance establishing a board of elec- 
— control was presented by Mr. Wood- 
ward, 

It provides that the board shall consist of 
three members—the chairman of the commit- 
tee on electric lights and other electrical ob- 
structions, the city engineers and the fire de- 
partment. The board shall inspect all eléctri- 
cal construction, and shall have absolute 
power over the wires, insulation, etc. It shal{ 
have power to employ a competent. man, who 
shall be known as_ superintendent of 
electrical affairs, and who shall 
be underand subject to the orders of the 
board, his salary not to exceed $1,200 a year. 

The ordinance describes the duties of the 
superintendent and makesit unlawful for any 
one to stretch wires, make connection or set 
poles without a permit from the board.

OVER HAWES'S HOME, 


A SUIT IN WHICH INTERESTING 
PROPERTY 18 INVOLVED. 


Other News of the Courts—Suits filed and 
Settled—Gossip frois the Temple of 
Justice. 


Dick Hawes aud his wife, Emma Hawes, 


again claim public notice. 

This time their Atlanta home is in litiga- 
tion. os 
Judge Clarke has just granted an injunc- 
tion, staying its sale by the sheriff, under 
mortgage fifas held by W. P. Phillips, Jr., & 
Co. Without this injunction the property 
would be put under the hammer today. 

The petition for injunction was brought by 
Messrs. A. J. West and J. W. Goldsmith, and 
the defendants were W..R. Phillips & Co. 
and L. P,; Thomas, sheriff. 

Outside the fact that the litigation is over 
the home that once sheltered Dick Hawes and 
Emma Hawes, and poor little Irene and May, 
the allegations in the bili are unusually inter- 
esting. 

The property is on West Hunter street, 145 
and 147, and is now considered quite valuable. 

Messrs. West & Goldsmith, in their applica- 
tion for injunction, set forth that in 1886 they 
bought the property from R.R. and Emma 
Flawes. Before the trade was consummated, 
W.-R. Phillips & Co., who held mortgage 
_ notes on it to the amount of five hundred dol- 

lars, agreed to cance! these upon payment by 
the plaintiffs of four hundred and ten dollars. 

Altogether there were eight of these notes. 
The first four were for $75 each, and bore date 
May, 1886. The second loan was on four 
notes of £50 cach, dated January 21,1887. 

At maturity none of these notes were pai. 
W.R. Phillips & Co. sued on them before 
Justice Butt, and obtained a general judg- 
ment, a copy of which is attached tothe papers 
submitied to Judge Clarke. 

When negotiations for the purchase of the 
property began between Hawes and his wife 
and the plaintiffs, itis alleged that Phillips 
agreed to cancel the fi. fas. he held against it 

upon payment toone Mrs. L. C. Flanden of 
$410, provided this was done in two days from 
the date of his agreement to the cancellation. 

Acting upon this, the document proceeds, the 
plaintiffs closed the trade and_ deliy- 
ered over to Richard and Emma Hawes 
the full amount of the purchase money agreed 
upon between them, less $410, which was to 
be paid Mrs. Flanden to secure the canceila- 
tion of the fi. fas. held against the property by 
Phillips & Co. 

Within the prescribed two days, the petition 
recites, the plaintiffs tendered the $410 to Mrs. 
l.. C. Fianden, but she declined to accept it, 
stating that Phillips had instructed her to pur- 
gue such a course. 

Then the money was tendered to Phillips, 
but he refused to carry out the agreement, but 
promised to do so, the bill further states. 

More than three years have elapsed since 
this promise is alleged to have been made by 
Phillips, and still it remains unfulfilled, and 
the executions yet hang over the property 
deeded to the plaintiffs by Dick and Emma 
Llawes. 

A novel part of the Dill is that which 
charges Phillips with menacing tenants of the 
property with the execution he held, warning 
them that they were liable to be made to pay a 
double rent—to West & Goldsmith and tohim. 
Also preventing a sale of the property by_ his 
continued refusal to cancel the execution. 

The property is now untenanted and the 
plaintifis claim that Phillips has damaged 
them to an amount exceeding $500 by his con- 
duct toward them and toward their tenants. 

Phillins has had fi. fas. levied upon the prop- 
erty, and it has been advertised for sale on 
Tuesday, May 6, under these levies by the 
sheriff. . 

It is alleged that Phiilips is insolvent. 

The biil prays for an order of court requir- 
ing Phillips to cancel the mortgage he holds 
against the property on payment of $410, or so 
much of ‘that amount as the court decides he 
is entitled to after deduction for the damages 
sustained throngh-him by the petitioners had 
been made. Or, if the damages sustained by 
West & Goldsmith are found to be greater 
than $410, then the court is asked toissue a 
judgment against Phillips for the excess of 
that amount. 

It is also asked that Phillips be restrained 
from. selling or transferring his mortgage 
judginents or fi.fas. untit the court pronoulhces 
its decision. 

After considering the petition of West & 
Goldsmith Judge Clarke granted a temporary 
injunction, staying the sale by the sheriff to- 
day, and restraining Phillips from further pro- 
ceeding toward the sale of the property, and 
also from transferring his mortgages, judg- 
ments or fi.fas. 

May 10th was set by Judge Clarke for a final 
hearing of the case. 

An interesting contest over Dick Hawes’s 
old home is promised. 

In the City Court. 

Yesterday morning the city court convened 
and began grinding on the criminal docket. 

And a big day’s grinding was done, too.

The plaintiff states tlhatSat Austell, some 
distance this side of Salt Springs, he deter- 
mined to get off, and upon wing his ticket 
to the conductor and informing him of this in- 
tention, he was told that the agent at that 
place would furnish him with a return ticxet 
upon presentation of his coupon, just the same 
as if he had gone on to Salt Springs, or if he 
would not, no conductor would put him off the 
train under the circumstances. 

Acting upon this, the plaiptiff goes con to 
state that he got off the train at Austell, but 
that the ticket agent there refused to 
make good his coupon by a return ticket to At- 
lanta. He then bearded the train for Atianta 
on its arrival, andlwhen the conductor came 
round tendered him the coupon, with an ex- 
planation. 

The conductor refused to accept the coupon 
as passage, and at Mapleton, the next station, 
ejected the plaintiff from the car in the night, 
which was rainy and cold,and at a place where 
he could not cbtain comfortable shelter. 

Damages are claimed on the ground that 
the ticket agent at Atlanta had no right to 
sell such an unusual ticket without informing 
the purchaser, when acommon return ticket 
was asked for.

examined. 

In the meantime Dr. J. C. Avary, coroner 
of Fulton county, had been notified and ap- 
peared on the scene. A jury was soon em- 
paneled, and the body of the dead man was 
Temoved, by his direction, to Swift’s under- 
taking establishment, to be prepared for 


burial, and the jury adjourned to meet at the 


station-house at five o’clock. 
HOW IT OCCURRED. ‘ 

Edward Thompson, a grecer cn Whiteha!] 
gireet, diagonally across the street, was ‘sitting 
in the window of his store, heard a shot in the 
direction of Bradiey’s store, and turning saw 
Bradley backing out of his store, and heard 
Bradley exclaim: 

“Oh, my God! Iam shot!” 

He then saw another man come to the door- 
way, and holding to the door fired four more 
shots in rapid succession. Bradley reeled and 
fell. 

The slayer then walked away. Thompson 
called ‘police,’ and the man shook his pistol 
at him. Thompson then asked one present to 
Tun down to Johnson’s and telephone for a 
policeman. 

Thompson said: ‘You have shot Mr. Brad- 
ley, and I'll follow you if you go to New 
York.’’ 

The messenger hurried down to O. B. John- 
gon’s store and called for a policeman, and 
Thompson, with another man, turned their 
attention to the slayer. 

The man who did the shooting Walked down 
Winsor, turned into Jones, went’down Jones 
to Cooper, and turning into that street en- 
tered a dwelling, No. 25 Cooper § street. 
Thompson kept watch until the officer arrived. 

Sergeant Ozburn and Patrolman Betheo ar- 
rived about the same time. Sergeant Ozburn 
entered the residence and asked for the man 
who had come in there. The man appeared 
himself, and proved to be Charlie Ozburn, a 
cousin of the police officer, and he quietly sub- 
mitted to arrest. The officers started with him 
to the station house. _ 

THE PRISONER’S STATEMENT. 

After he was locked up, Ozburn made a 
Btatement. 

He said that he was quite ill Sunday night, 
after returning from Marietta, where he went 
to visit his mother, and yesterday morning 
suggested to his partner, Mr. Stapp, that he 
goand collect the bills due the firm on the 
Marietta street side, and that he himself 
would collect the billsn the Whitehall street 
side during the afternoon. 

Mr. Stapp returned shortly after noon and 
Said that he had given a_ rebate 
to Toney & Bradley, at 606 Marietta, on some 
potatoes. The reason was that they claimed 
that the bill of potatoes sold them should have 
been rated at fifty-five pounds to the bushel, 
whereas the Florida consigners had rated 
them to Ozburn & Stapp at fifty pounds, and 
Stapp said that rather than have a difficulty 
he had agreed to make a rebate on the bill. 

Ozburn said, ‘All right, Ll send upon 
Whitehall street and ccllect the other bill 
from Bradley.’’ 

He sent a negro porter with the bill for po- 
tatoes, at the same rate, fifty-five pounds to 
the bushel. Short!y afterward the negro 
Teturned with the bill, saying that Mr. Brad- 
ley said he was tired of being worried by any 
Such bill, as his partner had telephoned him 
about another bill of the same sort from the 
Marietta street store; and said that he would

A fifth pierced the right forearm and en- 
tered the right side just below the collar bone, 
and spent its force’ before it enterel the cay- 
ity. 

A sixth pierced the right arm just below the 
elbow, breaking the bone. 

After the physicians got through with the 
examination the body was dressed for burial, 
and sent out to the home of the dead man, 
where the funeral exercises will occur. 

A more mutilated body, from the effects of 
pistol shots, was never seen in Atlanta. 

WHO THE PARTIES WERE. 

John M. Bradley wasa man who was uni- 
versally beloved and respected by all who 
knew him. 3 

He was a magnificent specimen of manhood, 
weigh’ ng nearly or quite 200 pounds, between 
forty and forty-five years old, and of a hand- 
some appearance. 

He had been married twice. His oldest son, 
by his first wife, isa mere stripling; and he 
had five other children by his second wife. 

All the little ones have been ill with whoop- 
ing cough, atthe family residence, No. 586 
Marietta street. The scene ai the homme of the 
dead man when his tragic death became known 
Was pathetic in the extreme. 

Bradiey was a merchant on Decatur street 
for a long while, but removed to No. €06 Ma- 
rietta street, and his residence, 586 Marietta 
street, was only a few doors distant. 

When the store on the site of the old Luther- 
an church, at the intersection of White- 
hall and Forsyth was burned, together with 
the greater part of the goods. of 
merchants who then occupied it, a new build- 
ing was erected on the site, and Bradiey 
rented it, establishing a retail grocery store. 

Iie became quite popular, and was doing a 
fine business up to the time of his death. 

Charles M. Ozburn is a young man thirty- 
one years of age. Heis a brother of-Jailer 
Seaborn Ozburn, and of Patrohman W. H. 
Ozburn and a cousin of Sergeant Bob 
Ozburn, of the police foree. He was born 
and ~_—irbred in Atlanta, and has 
always borne a geod reputation. 

He is one of the tinest book-keenpers in At- 
lanta, and was book-keeper for Gramling & 
Spaiding, some years ago. He left Atlantaand 
went to Greenville, Mississippi, where he re- 
mained for awhile; returning he became book- 
keeper for Duncan & Camp, where he re- 
mained until about a month ago, when he went 
into the commission business with Mr. Stapp, 
and has been in the business up to the time of 
the tragedy. 

He has a wife, but no children. 
He has been boarding at the

Whitehall and Brotherton house since his re- 
turn from Mississippi, and has been doing a 
thriving business. 

Ozburn has a large ntimber of friends in the 
city. He has employed Dorsey & Howell, and 
appears quite confident that he will be cleared 
when the case comes to trial. 

THE CORONER’S INQUEST. 

At5o’’clock th® coroner’s jury met in the 
basement of the Fulton county court-house. 

A number of witnesses were examined, none 
of whom threw any light on the killing, being 
persons who lived in the neighborhood, and 
were only alarmed by the crash of the shots 
and came out of their houses and saw a part 
of the tragedy. 

The most important witness was Nellie At- 
kins, who had been on Peters street 
a few minutes before, and had purchased 
some goods. She was on her way home to 
Orange strect, and passing the front of Brad- 
ley’s store, she saw the two men sitting in 
there. They seemed to be discussing business 
matters. 

Bradley had a bundle of papers in his hand, 
and was talking with the other man. 

Suddeniy the other man raised up, and 
drawing a pistol from his hip pocket, began 
shooting. She became frightened and ran 
down as far as Brotherton’s store. When she 
returned Bradley was lying dead on the side- 
walk. 

Thomas H. Miller. a barber at No. 99 White- 
hall street, heard him running on, as he had 
been accustomed to do, saying that he was go- 
ing to fill a coftin before night. He jested with 
Ozburn and the whole affair passed off 
pleasantly. 

Charles W. Morgan, the barber who shaved 
Ozburn, corroborated Miller’s statements, and 
said that he went into Dittler’s bar and took a 
drink of moxie, Ozburn taking a cocktail and 
saying that he wanted to go home to dinner. 

V.G. Bowman. a city drummer, was at 
Allie B. Johnson’swhen the fight occurred. 
He heard the pistol shots and repaired to the 
scene. Hesaw Bradley as he came around 
the corner irom the store and saw him fall. 
He saw Ozburn walk down Winsor and then 
lost sight of him. He testified. to the good 
character of Bradley, saying that he had 
known him for a long while as a straight busi- 
ness man, and that he had seen Bradley and 
Ozburn on friendly terms some time before. 

Johnson Smith, a drayman, was sitting on 
his dray and heard a pistol shot. He saw the 
man who was shot coming out of the door just 
after the first shot was fired, and heard him 
ery out “Oh!” 

The man went out toward the Whitehall 
street corner of the store, then the other man 
following hiin _— shooting. The man in 
front seemed to wounded, and after he 
reached the corner he turned asif to come 
back und then he fell. The man with the 
pistol put it back in his hip pocket, and 
crossed the street in the direction of Winsor. 
After this testimoney the coroner’s jury ad- 
journed to meet in the basement of the court- 
house at 11 o’clock today. 

The case is one that will probably occupy 
the attention of the courts of the county for 
some time, but no action will be taken until 
the verdict of the coroner’s jury is given. 

HIS EARLY RECORD. 
Charlie Ozburn was involved in a dueling 
scrape, about twelve years ago. It grew out 


of some trouble concerning a girl. 


It was claimed that he had sent a challenge 


to Mr. Anderson, of Newton county, who is 
now sheriff of that county, and he was arrested 
by age officers Vickers and Baird.

He left soon after for Mississippi, and re- 


mained there for several years. 


After he came back to Georgia, he became 


involved in a fracas with a negro named Lewis 
Williams, in Marietta, and thinking that the 
negro was attempting to draw a weapon, Oz- 
burn shot him. 


The negro was badly wounded, but recoy- 


ered, and is alive and well in Marictta today. 


The jury before which he was tried, found 


him guilty of assault and battery, and ho 
escaped with a light penalty.

__ The reports showing the financial condition 


of the company were very gratifying, and 
reflect credit upon the management of last 
year. 3 

President Hurt says in his report: 

“Since your last annual meeting, @ divi- 
dend of four per cent. bas been paid to 
the stockholders, which, deducted from the 
surplus on hand at that time, left a remaining 
surplus of $139, 106.84. The surplus at this 
date is, $412,583.13, showing a profit for the 
past year of $273,476.29. Out of this profit it 
might appear that a dividend should have 
been declared on the compapy’s stock, but 
this has been deemed unadvisab!e, for the rea- 
son that the company has under way a num- 
ber of improverients and a great deal of va- 
cant property, which should improved, all 
of which requires a large amout of cash dis- 
bursements. 

“The rent account, which had been reduced 
to a minimum on account of the loss of build- 
ings in the opening of Edgewood avenue, has 
been steadily increasing during the past year. 
Besides, the company is receiving interest on 
$86,276.66, bills receivable. We have sold to 
date $137,502 of real estate, and will probably 
sell enough additional during the next twelve 
months to liquidate the present indebtedness 
of the company.

THE STOC K MARKET. 


The Day on the Floor of the New York Stock 


Exchange. 

XEW YORK, May 5.—The large earnings of all 
railroads, a6 rec peti reported, are now having 
their legitimate effect in the stock market, and 
they, together wita the prospect of the passage of 
the silver bi!',1re the principal sustaining elements 
in the situation. The market is nowalmost entirely 
ignoring the fighting western roads, and the re- 
cently publ ished interviews with several of the 
ave-tern railroad managers have not had an en- 
couraging effect upon the stocks of the various 
properties which they represent, nor any discour- 
aging effect upon the rest of the stock list. The 
market today was unusually active throughout 
the entire session, and commission houses report 
that outsiders are taking more and more interest 
in speculations, and the action of the market to- 
day shows that the growing belief in 
the bull movement, which will not be 
confined to a -limited number of 
stocks, is inexistence. The recent predictions that 
signs of returning strength indicated that a re- 
vival was at hand that would bring back business 
enough to the street to make it equal to that of ten 
years ago were verified. Over five hundred thou- 
sand shares of stock were traded in today, while 
only a short while ago an average day’s Sales was 
about one-fifth of that amount. Notwithstanding 
the continued ta!k of reaction indulged in last 
weck and the hesitating nature of the market on 
the last two days of the week, today’s market was 
strong, and even buoyant, with a very large 
volume of business in leyding stecks. 

The leading strong stocks of the day were 
Wheeling and Lake Erie common, Manhattan, 
Atchison, Oregon Transcontinental, Texas Pacific, 
Louisville and Nashville, Chicago Gas, and even 
Missouri Pacific, the latter becoming the leader of 
the upward movement in the last hour, when it 
became known that it was represented at the 
presidents’ meeting at Chicago. Buying for out- 
side centers was larger than for some time, 
Chicavo buying western stocks, while Boston pur- 
chased Atchison ard others of its favorites, and 
the same may be said of London. Operations of 
several new cliques and pools formed lately were 
effective in giving a buoyant tone to transactions, 
while the bears were left rapidly in the rear. 
Everything shared in the improvement, and trusts 
showed much more life than usual of late, and 
lead and cotton oil especially. The market con- 


tinned to advance throughout the day with but» 


slight set-backs, and the close was very active and 
strong at the top figures.

THE CHICAGO MARKET. 


Features of the Speculative Movement in 
Grain and Provisions. 

CHICAGO, May 5.—The wheat market was active 
and the feeling very unsettled today. Prices fluc- 
tuated within a wide range, and changes were 
rapid, making the execution of orders very unsat- 
isfactory.

In the first 
place, the decline of. 2\%@3c from the close Satar- 
day to the opening this morning was very unsatis- 
factory, especially to parties having stop limit or- 
ders to execute; and, again, the up turn of nearly 
4c in prices was unsatisfactory, part of this agd- 
vance being so rapid as to make the filling of 
orders at certain prices difficult. 

Corn—There was another large trade with the 
surrounding conditions about the same as noted 
for several days past. . The feeling prevailing con- 
tinues strong, though upon the opening there was 
rather more disposition to sell, but offerings were 
quickly taken by all classes of buyers, and the 
market.ruled higher. The principal strengthen- 
ing influences were small receipts, large shipments 
and a decrease in the local stocks, and also the up 
turn in wheat.
